THOUGHT 20 MAY BE SAVED

The Power House of the Plant Has
Been onverted Into Morgue and
Coffins Ordered From Pittsburg,
Monangahels and Washington.

PITTSBURG, Nov. 29.—~—More
than 1000 men were. killed by the
explosion in the Marianna mine of
the Pittshurg-Buflulo Coal Company
yesterday which entombed & large
number of miners. At | o'clock this
morning the rescuing party had re-
covered 3 bodles and brought them
to the bottom of the shaft perpara-
tory to removing them to the sur-
face. All the victims were found in
the mine entries, the debris in  the
warks maling it impossible to ex-
plore there.

The officials of the company assert
that the number of victims will not
exceed 125, while others about the

scene say that a larger number wers

in the mine when the explosion oc-
curred,

Shortly Before midnight Peter Ar:|

nold, an American. miner, was
brought to the surface suffecing only
little from his terrible experience.
One of the resculng party reported
that there are other men alive below
and the rescuers were Immediately
set to work clearing away the debris.
Deputy Mine Inspector Louitt be-
lieves that 20 men may yet be saved,
The power house has been converted
Into a temporary morgue. Coffins
have been ordred from  this
Monongahels and Washington,

Steps have already been taken for
the reliel of the dependents of the
dead. An authoritative estimate of
the loss has not been made at this
time but it will be heavy.

FIRST REPORT OF DISASTER.

PITTSBURG, Nov, 28~A serious
mine explosion occurred shortly be-
fore noon today at the mine of the
Pittsburg-Buffalo Coal Company at
Marianna, Washington county;, and
while there is nothing definite yet as
to the number of [atalities, it iy be-
lieved many men have lost thelr
lives.

Reports from Marianna say there
are between 200 and 300 men in the

city,

mine, At the general offices of the
coal company in this city it is sald
about 100 men were in the mine,

At 1 o'clock, an hour and a hali
after the accident, dense cloudd of
smoke were pouring from the two
shaits of the mne, but not a sign of
& miner had been seen,

Specia) traine from this city and
Monongaheln are bound for the
scene. On one of them are official
of the coal company and muny prom-
inent miners who are considered ex-
perts on the work of rescue. The
latest appliances from the new Unit-
ed States laboratory In  this city,
which were recently tested belore
foreign and American experts in the
‘il'liﬂ‘ of life in mine explosions,
have been hurried to the scene.

A majority of the miners are
Amerieans, and their families are at
the mouth of the mine in a state of
frenzy.

Shortly after 2 o'clock this after-
noon word was recelved from Marl
anna that a rescue party had  sue-
ceedd in_entering the mine. The res-
cuers have been able to advance but
a little way, however, and are at-
tempting to force their way through
the debris to where the miners were
eaught.

It Is not considered likely any of
(the miners will be rescued alive. The
explosion was terrifie, and if all were
not mangled by ita force there seema
little doubt that they perished in the
subsequent fire or were siffocated by
the deadly fumen.

Rains in South America Are Terrific

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 28—Ac-
cording to C. C. Smith, 2 mining en-
gineer, who returned yesterduy irom
South America, flonds of a terrific
pature have done great damage in
the interlor of Costa Rica, compell-
ing many mines to suspend opera-
tions.

THREE SANTA PAULA BOYS
START OUT TO SEE SNOW,
DO NOT RETURN.

FOUND BY SEACHERS DEAD

Three Boys Ranging in Age From
9 to 17 Years Take Adventurous
Trip Which Results Fatally—Were
Improperly Clothed.

VENTURA, Cal, Nov. 28—Froz-
en to death in the snow that covers
the high peaks north of Santa Clara
Valley Wednesday night, the hodies
of three Santa Paula boys were found
late today after a search of two days.
The boys, Clifford Tharp, 17, Cuba
Thatp, 9, and John Blaes, 13, started
ont oi Thursdany morning to see the
snow, They went without coats, in-
tending to be home in time for
Thanksgiving dinner. When night
came and they had not returned, the
gommunity was notified but nothing
could be done until daylight. Friday
morning searching parties were
ganized, everybody joining even to
two gangs of Japanest laborers, and
a search was kept up all day. Today
Henry Newman and W. Hamlin
found the bodies at the head of Tim-
ber Cangon, ten miles from Santa
Paula. The boys had evidently got-
ten into deep snow and became ex-
havsted apd perished from cold and
hunger, The fathers of the boys are
well known ranchers.

Steinheil could not haye hoped to
marry him after obtaining a divorce
from Steinheil as she declared to
Bordel she intended to do, because
he had advised her against obtaining
the divorce and told her he would
never marry her on account of his
children. Magistrate Andre tonight
ordered that awtopsies be perform-
ed on Steinhell ind Mme, Japy on
the new theory that they were pois-
oned before they were strangled.

President Will Write For The “Out-
look™ When he Retires,

NEW YOREK, Nov, 28—The cur-
rent fssue of the Outicok contains

an article by President Roosevell on
the “Awakeninf of China." Although
Mr, Roosevelt will not become an
associate and advisory editor of the
magizine until after he retires from
office.

In the article Mr. Roosevelt, after
speaking of the Christian influence
which is being exerted in China says:
“The awakening of China is one
of the great events of our age, and
the remedy for the ‘Yellow peril
whtaever that may be, is not repres-
sion of life, but the coltivation -and
direction of life, Here at*home we
believe that the remedy for popular
discontent is not repression but jus-
tice and education. .

“Similarly the best way to avert
possible peril, commereial or military
from the great Chinese people is by
behaving righteonsly toward them
and by striving to inspire a right-
cous life among them. Our Christian
misalons have for their objects not
only the saving of souls, but the
imparting of a life that makes pos-
sible the kingdom of God wpon
earth.

“As Bishop Brent has said, now is
the time for the West to implant its
ideals in the Orient and in such a
fashion as to minimize the chance of
a dreadful {uture clash bhetween two
radically different and hostile civili-
vations; if we await until tomorrow
we may find that we have waisted
too long."
